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DETAILS 

It la recalled that FLOYD ELWYN, JR., Superintendent, 
65 Morton Street, New York City, has advised that he saw 
subject DAYTON and VILIIAM PERL together at 65 Morton Street 
in the summer of*. 1949, most probably in July or August. 

On January 10, 1951 Miss BET-SIE EVANS, Manager 
of Robinson Air Lines, York City, advised reporting agent 
that it was not possible to check reservation records of that 
air line for the period of June-August, 1949 as those records 
have been destroyed. 

Sunday, January 29, 1950 has been established as 
the day DAYTON and WILLIAM PERL were allegedly at 65 Morton 
Street, New York City, in the company of MAXWELL FINES TONE and 
GARETH (GARY) PICKARD.

ERNEST PAUL GRAY, a former student and research 
assistant at Cornell University in 1950, has advised that on 
February 1, 1950 he drove DAYTON from Ithaca to New York City 
where both were to attend a meeting of the American physical 
Society, held Thursday, Friday and Saturday, February 2-4, 1950. 

On January 24, 1952 Mr. CORNEL GRAY, father of 
ERNEST PAUL GRAY, who resides at 89-10 Whitney Aivenue, Elmhurst, 
Long Island, New York, and operates the Margo la Novelty Company, 
535 8th Avenue, Nevr York City, was interviewed by SA ROBERT F. 
ROYAL and the writer. Mr. GRAY stated that he had no recollection 
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of the specific trip his son made to attend the February, 1950 
meeting of the American Physical Society, but said that he 
knew his son attempted to attend every meeting of that Society. 

Mr, GRAY said that his son had visited his parents quite often 
while he was at Cornell University, and that he knew his son 
often crave people rides from Ithaca to New York. 

Mr. GRAY said that the name DAYTON seemed familiar 
to him, however, he could not say why. He advised that he had 
visited his son at Ithaca and had mot several of his son's 
associates and instructors. Mr. GRAY was shown photographs of 
DAYTON, FP-'E'-TONZ, PERL and ALFRED SARANT. He said he did not 
recognize these individuals and to his knowledge had never heard 
these names mentioned. 

Mr. GRAY stated that his son, ERNEST, wrote to his 
mother often and usually wrote before each visit. He stated 
that he would have Mrs. GRAY review any letters she might have 
from ERNEST for any information which mi'ht be of interest in 
establishing the date and circumstances surrounding hi3 trip 
to Now York in February, 1950. 

On January 25 1 1952 Mrs. ALICE GRAY, mother of 
ERNEST PAUL GRAY, 89-10 Whitney Avenue, Elmhurst, Long Island, 

New York, telephonical?y advised reporting agent that she had* 
no independent recollection of her son's trip to New York in 
February, 1950, and that she never hoard her son mention subject 
DAYTON. Mrs. GRAY stated that she had a letter from her son 
which was undated, but which was in the original envelope, and that 
this letter was postmarked at Ithaca, New York on January 30, 

1950. She said that in this letter ERNEST told her that he 
was coming to New York on ‘'Wednesday”, and that he would not have 
made the. trip in his car except that he wanted to pick up a 
girlfriend V>n his way back to Ithaca. 

It is noted that January 30, 1950 was a Monday and 
that the following Wednesday would have been February 1, 1950, 
the day that ERNEST PAUL GRAY said that he drove DAYTON to New 
York. 
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Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, 
advised that correspondence vas received by DAYTON'S family 
at 45 Orchard Street, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts on November 19 
1951 from Indusco, Inc., 439 4th Avenue^ ,New York City. This 
correspondence was addressed to CAROL Df^AYT0N._ ( 

The records of the County Clerk^s. 1 Office, Supremo 
Court Building, New York City, reflects that Indusco, Inc., 

439 l+th Avenue, Now York City, also known as the American 
Committee in Aid of Chinese Industrial Cooperatives, was 
incorporated on Docembor 13, 1940 to promote cooperative 
industrial projects in China, and to raise funds for tho 
benefit of Chinese industrial cooperatives, and to aid in tho 
relief and reconstruction of China. 

In February, 1950, Confidential Informant T-2, 
of known reliability, advised that he had been acquainted with 
the activities of Indusco since its inception, and that since 
the company was incorporated it had been controlled by 
Communists, although there have boon many non-Communists and 
anti -Communists, whose names have boon used by the organization 
on its letterhead. 

Confidential Informant T-3, of known reliability^ 
a Chinese, in February, 1950 advised that he had boon acquainted 
with tho activities of Indusco since its inception. Informant 
T-3 said that those who know anything about Indusco consider 
it to be a Communist front dominated by Communists. 

On October 30, 1950, Confidential Informant T-4» 
of known reliability, advised that he learned Indusao does 
not now.holp Chinese cooperatives, but is only interested in 
aiding a sphool for orphans called the SAndan Bailie School, 
which is in the North of China. This informant subsequently 
advised that during the y.„ar 1951 he had made numerous visits 
to Indusco at its office at 439 4th Avenuo, and had learned 
that 3ince January, 1951 there had been little activity by that 
organization. 
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Informant T-l* said that Indusco had published 
a lottcr in April, 1951 appealing for funds for the Sandan 
bailie School, and that during the course of the year had pub- 
lished threo issues of "Indusco Bulletin", namely in the winter, 
spring and summer of 1951. The informant also said that ho 
learned that tho United States Government had blocked trans- 
mittal of funds by Indusco to tho Sandan Bailie School.

It is noted that this individual is the widow 
of LOUIS S. WEISS, attorney; that she and her deceased husband 
formerly resided at 262 Central park Vest, New York City. They 
have been previously identified by DAYTON as his friends with 
whom he has often stayed while in New York City.

or after June 13/ 1950, and that ho can definitely state 
the contact w us not made on June 10th or June 11, 1950, 
because he knows that tne contact was not made on a 
weekend, Accordingly, the contact was made on June 7/ 8, 

9/ or 12, 1950, but GREENGAGES was unable bo bo mere 
definite .

by automobile. GREEMGLA33 stated that ROSENBERG had always 
wanted someone available, to drive him abound in a ear and at 
one time suggested that tho Russians make enough money avail- 
able to GREENGLAS3 so that the latter could purchase a car 
and drive ROSENBERG around.

GHEE NO I -AS 3 said that at the time of this visit, he 
was aware that he was being surveilled and a ccordingly did 
his best to get rid of ROSENBERG in a hurry, he said that the 
visit did not last more than about five minutes. He does 
not know whether this contact was made subsequent to his 
return from the vicinity of Ellenvlllo, Mew fork, but stated 
that if the contact was subsequent to Juno 11, 1950, the 
only date on which the contact could have been made was

Miss MARY KC LEOD, .1307 Lyons nvonuc , hew York 61, 
Now York, was interviewed by SAS RICHaRD T. HRADSKY and 
ROBERT P. ROYAL on October 15, 1951* 

Miso'MC LEOD advised that she is currently employed 
as a Secretary, Industrial Engineering Department, Columbia 
University, New York City. She indicated that sue was pre- 
viously employed by the American institute of Physics, 

57 East 55th Street, York City. 

Miss MJ LEOD stated that from April 1, l9i|-6 until 
May U4., 194-7 ^ she was employed as a Pep 'a* t.'icnt a 1 Secretary 
for tne physics Department at Cornell University. During 
this period she served as ... secretary to both Dr* WAIFS ... * 

BETHE and Dr. ROBERT F. BAG HER, who were Directors of the 

Nu clour Studies School at Cornell University. She 
indicated that Dr. BACKER ]pfb Cornell Ifnivorsi ty in 
February, 1947 to continue his work with the atomic 
Energy Commission on a full time basis and that uc is 
now at tho California Institute of Technology.

Miss HC LEOD further advised that there wore two 
safo3, one in the office of Dr. BACIEP. and the o'- her in 
tnc office of Dr, BETHE, at Cornell University, which were 
used to keep classified AEC documents. For clarity those 
safes will be referred to as tne Hunt or One saf o , which vras 
maintained in tho office of Dr. BACKER* and the Number. .• 

Two safe, which was later maintained in the office of 
Dr-. - BETHE. 

Concerning the Number One safe. Miss HC LEOD 
furnished the following information: 

She stated that this was tho saf.. in wh-Lon the very 
important AEC documents wore maintain.;!, and that there wad 
a s tonography notebook maintained in tho safe which was I 
used for chargo-out purposes. She stated that when she 1 
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cane to Cornell University Dr. BACHEH furnished her with 
the combination of tne safe on a piece of pap^r and 
tho realtor sho comini tted it to memory and destroyed the 
pieco of paper by burning it. She stated that Dr. IbiCiiSR 
was the only person who knew the combine. ti on of the Number 
One safo at that time and he must have forgotten part of 
tho combination because ho rolled upon her for the memory, 
of the combination. 

Miss MC LEOD stated that she passed tnis combination 
on to js; l N"T6:/ER (Mrs. STEPHEN NEoSOf: ’TG,'WER ) in February, 

1947 • Mi S3 MC LEOD indicated that JE.fl TOWER had become her 
assistant and sne later succeeded nor as Departmental 
Secretary. Sho explained that sno passed this combination 
in writing to JEAN TOWER and advised her that sho should 
commit tne combination to memory and thuroaft >r burn the 
piece of paper on which the combination had boon recorded. 

She fur til or advised that JEbdi TOWER had joined the Depart-

Miss MC LEOD further advised that Dr. RICHARD FEIMVaV 
would keep 3cmo of his confidential materials in the 
Number One safe; however, on any occasion which he might 
desire those materials she would remove them for him and 
after ho had completed the use of tiio materials she ■ 
would return them to tho safe. Sm advisea that the only

Vsafe was EMILY "MORRIS ON, wno is tho wife of Dr. ' PHIuLlP 
‘'MORRISON. She statod that EMILY MORRISON, who is a bac- 
teriologist and a writer by profession, had had the job of 
historian or some similar titled position at Los Alamos 
and Miss MC LEOD recalled that during the period sho was 
employed as Departmental Secretary a special courier c a mo 
from Los «lamos ar.d delivered to EMILY MORRISON a quantity

formerly held at Los Alamos. She stated that EMILY MORRISON 
gave her this package of documents for a a fo keeping in the 
Number One safe. She .indicated that EMILY MORRISON would 
from time to time come to her and r oquost those documents 
and therenftor she would remove them from the Number One 
safe and EMILY MORRISON would usually take thorn to the 
office of her husband, w-.ich -was approximately 150 feet

Mi3s TIC LEOD stated that EMILY KORR [SON would sub- 
sequently return the documents to her to be replaced in the 
3afe; however, she stated that there was no accounting of 
these documents and she never know tho exact numbor of 
documents which wore maintained in this ptcka.'c. 

Concerning the Number 1 Two said. , Miss Me LEOD 
furnished tho following information: 

She stated tnat this safe was obtained during tho 
winter of 1946 to hold classified materials which wore sent 
from Los Alamos to Dr. BETilE. She explained tiiet Dr. 

8ETHE was on a committee which rev levied materials in 
order to docido whether they should be declassified. She • 
stated tnat there wore considerable classified documents 
sent to Dr. SETAE! by Registered Mail from Los Alamos. 

She bolievod that one ROBERT DAVIS was employed at Los 
Alamos and tnat no would receive tho documents upon de- 
classification, from this committee. She indicated tnat 
there was no charge-out record kept in this safe while 
3ho was employed as Departmental Secretary. 

Concerning tho combination for t.iis safo, she stated 
that upon obtaining t ho safo, which i;a3 Government property 
a3 was tho Number One safe. Dr. B^CdER sot the combination 
and recorded it on ft piece o.f paper for her to commit ta 
memory and thereafter this piece of paper wan burned, 

Sno stated that- sAe passed thL3 combination on to JE.iN >' 
TONER in E’obruary, 1947 and siio does no c .recall tuat j 

anyone else other than Dr. I3iiC:iER, JE.iN TOWER and herself i 
know this combination, ' j 
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Miss MC LEOD furntsnod tho following information 
pertaining to HEP A : 

She stated that Dr. ’ BETHE, Dr. SACiiSR and CHARLES 
E^KER, a research assistant at Cornell University, were 
. all consultants to the i-ISPA project. She stated that 
BAKER had formerly been connected with tho bos llanos 
Atonic Energy Project, as wore Drs. BETHE and BAG HSR . 

She recalled that all tnroo op tnwsc- men had on various 
occasions made separate . trip3 to Now York city to sec a 
Mr. LAMBERT (?)> who was Pro eider, t of the Fairchild Airplane 
and Engino- Corporation, with offices -at Rockefeller Plaza, 
New York City. She indicated that this individual would 
on occasions come to Ithaca, Nov/ fork via his private plane, 
to consult with' Doctors BETHE, B. .CHER and BARER. .She re- 
called talcing dictation on the early stages of tho NEPA 
Project for Doctors BETHE and BiAhtEA, copies of which wore 
maintained in tho Number One safe. She stated that these* 
letters ware son t Registered Mail. 

Miss MC LEOD stated she could not recall any 
reports daring the period she was ten ployed as Departmental 
Secretary, and stated that "The NEPA project from the out- 
set was considered to be something fantastic and wa just 
a matter which you might jofo about. 1 * She stated suieMiad *■ 
later leo.rned that tne idea of i-IEP^ nad considerable merit 
and it is nor understanding that today it is or will be a 
successful venture.

Miss MC LEOD identified various photographs of 
Dr. WELDON BRUCS DAYTON as un individual v/no was either 
a graduate student or a graduate assistant in tho Physics 
Department during the period she was at Cornell University. 
She stated she possibly hau met CAROL DAYTON at Rockefeller 
Hall. She indicated that Rockefeller Hall housed the phy- 
sics Department and tho Laboratory at Cornell University. 

Miss MC LEO D stated that DAYTON did not work 
directly under Doctor BETHE; however, she stated tho 
Graduate School was a well knit, close organization and 
almost everyone in tho uopartment wa3 known to everybody 
elso. She stated they often attended socials and receptions 
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at various Faculty mombors* hones and they nad amplG oppor- 
tunity to bo cone knowi to one another. She stated that 
DAYTON, to her knowledge, did not have access toe ith^r trio 
Number One or Number Two safes aforementioned and she has 
no knowledge that DAYTON may have end any access to mater- 
ials which Doctor BETHS maintained . 

Concerning WILLIAM ^ERL, Miss MG LEOD failed to 
identify various photographs of him v;hlch wore exhibited to 
nor; nov/ever, she s tated that 2 h.. recalled re ruing about 
hi3 arrest in trie New York newspapers* She stated it was 
very hazy in her mind; however, she cannot definitely 
place where, but there was sometning about f ERA or PEELE 
in Dr. BATHE'S papers.
